They tell a doleful 
story about the trout business, and fully 
confirm all that Stevens & MoKinuey have 
heretofore told in these columns, Mr. Snow 
says that while his annual shipment of 
trout hss been eight or nine thousand 
pounds between the months of October and 
May his shipments between those months 
this year have only amounted to sevtu 
hundred pound*. His esperierienoe has 
been that of all fishermen generally.

Literary Women Breakfast—Women Sue- 


rcssful 
at the 
Polls — A -'President** 


Sweetheart—She Will Succeed—Making 
the Most of a Vacation. 
Far down in North Carolina, in a lit- 


tle town called Holly wood, there is lying 
at present on a bed of illness Elizabeth 
Oakes Smith, perhaps the oldest author- 
ess alive today. Eighty-six years have 
gone over her head, covering a life of 
singular brilliancy. Hers is a career 
littlo familiar to the younger generation 
of today. 
Yet fifty years ago, in the old 


Knickerbocker literary period of New 
York, no woman was thought so bril- 
liant or more beautiful. She -was the 
central figure of coteries that had for 
spirits such men as Bryant, Willis, Poe, 
Ripley, Irving and Longfellow, while 
women like Mrs. Sigourney, Anna Es- 
tello Lewis (Stella), Anna Cora Mowatt | 
and the Cary sisters regarded Elizabeth 
Oakes Smith as their most talented con- 
frere. She was the soul and life of every 
great literary gathering in those times, 
and the brilliant salon of Mme. Vin- 
cenza Botta had not a more charming 
habitue. She was the first woman in 
this couutry to appear as a public lec- 
turer, and among the first to speak from 
a pulpit. 


In 1841 her fame was at its zenith, 


and her book of "The Sinless Child" 
carried her name to other lands. She 
was the wife of Seba Smith, best known 
as "Major Jack Downing," and they 
were a well matched pair. She is now 
one of the few remaining members of 
that brilliant literary galaxy. For years 
she resided in a small secluded cottage 
near Patchogtie, L. I., close to the spot 
where her husband is buried. Then she 
moved to North Carolina to the home of 
her son, and there she is now lying, I 
understand, dangerously ill. By the 
great and busy world she is forgotten; 
her works have long been out of print; 
her pen has probably been laid down for 
the last time, but before her spirit slips 
away, I crave the privilege of at least 
telling such of this generation as this 
paragraph may reach that Elizabeth 
Oakes Smith once lived in 4heir midst, 
and in their time, although they knew 
it not.—Edward W. Bok in Brooklyn 
Standard- Union.

Women Successful at the Polls. 


Bloomington, Ills., has just had a cam- 


paign in which the determination of a 
number of women to carry out a pet 
purpose played an important part. Two 
members of the school board were to be 
elected, and as it was the first occasion 
in Bloomington upon which women had 
been permitted to vote without objec- 
tion, the contest naturally attracted a 
great deal of attention, especially as the 
fair voters were engaged in a campaign 
upon the issue that more male teachers 
should be employed in the public schools. 
The ladies held a mass meeting a few 
days before the election at which every 
point was thoroughly canvassed and dis- 
cussed. All questions bearing upon the 
law of woman suffrage were referred by 
tho convention to Miss Erne Henderson, 
a particularly bright young lady, who 
is at the head of her class in the law de- 
partment of Wosleyan university. 


She will begin the practice of her pro- 


fession in Bloomington during tho pres- 
ent year. Miss Henderson was moving 
around incessantly on election day, and 
had any attempt been made to interfere 
with the rights of her sister voters she 
was prepared to resist vigorously. It 
might be just as well to mention that 
the Bloomington women carried their 
point and triumphantly elected their 
two candidates. They were not inter- 
fered with, and all of Miss Henderson's 
opinions as to the intent and practical 
operation of the law thus received nn 
qualified vindication.
